This givc3 a.ssistance to na- 
ture's o\vu efiort;-: of prolcction andl 
forms the logical iiu-ans ol preventing 
strangles as AVfU us otlier diseases j.

The acreage 
could well be, increased, especially in 
portions of New York, Pennsyivanla 
and New England, whrve the cropnoTS 
(s grown to a considerable c.\tenf. 

Expand the Corn Acreage. 

Corn is the leading feed and f'.'C^ 
crop of the t uiled States in geof.'iT.ph' 
Ic range .of piodiictiou, acreage and 
ri'iantity of proiluct. The vital impiH-- 
tancc of a large acrengo of this crop 
p;i perly cared for, therer(nv, is lar. i- 
ous. Because of the prices obtained 
for the last crop and th^ world demand 
for this grain its in'otitableness to the 
American farmer during the aiiproach- 
Ing sf\isi!ii Is i-lear. (.'onditioiis now 
warrant the planting of the largest 
acreage of this crop which it Is pos^- 
( lo to handle efTectively. 

Althoimh tall is the liiuper lime for 
breakin'i s^.d for c nru, there are many 
unproductive and foul meadows and 
Indifferent pastures In Illinois, Indiana, 
J>hio and the middle Atlantic am' 
tmniioijstorn states that under existing" 
conditions can be broken now to afi- 
vantago niid planted to com.

Income- Tax Officer ii lihteiberg 
Felviiary 4 to li. 

In a communication received by 
this paper, Collector of Internal 

Revenue, Josh T. Griffith of Owens- 
born. Kentucky, announces that a 
federal Income lax olficer i ili be 
sent into this county on Feb 4 I'jiS 
and will be here until Feb. 16 1918. 
He will have his office in Court 
House in Central City, Ky.. Feb 
4 to I I and in Greenville from Feb, 
II 16, will be there every day ready 
and willing to help persons subject 
10 the Income TdX, make out their 
returns without any costs to them 
for his services. 

The Collector of Internel Reve- 
nue estimates there will be 800 tax- 
payers in this County. 

Retuns of Income for the year 
1917, must be made on tortus pro- 
vided lor the purpose before March 
I, 191S. Because a good many 
people don't understand the law and 
won't know how to make out their 
returns, t!ie G uvernment is seudin;^' 
in this Kxpert to do it for them, 
iiut the duty is on the taxpayer to 
make himself ktiown to the Govern- 
ment. If he doesn't make return as 
repuired before March i, 1918, he 
may have to pay a penalty ranging 
from ;>2o to ^1000, pay a fine or go 
to jail. So if you do not want to 
take chances on going to jail, you 
better call on the Income Tax man. 
If you arc not sure about being sub- 
ject to the ta.\, better ask him and 
make sure. Whether you see the 
Income tax man or not, you must 
make return if subject to the tax. 

Of course, iicrsons resident in 
other Counties may, if tliey want to 
come and nee the Income l ax man 
who will be at Greenville and 
Central City. 

The Collector suggests that every 
body start to figuring up now his 
Income Tax and expenses so as to 
t)c ready with the tigures when the 
lOxpert arrives. Expenses, however 
don't mean family expenses, money 
used to pay off the principal of a 
fiebt, new machinery, buildings, or 
any thing like that. They mean 
wl;ial you spend in making your 
motpey — interest, taxes paid, hired 
^elp, Aftioiint paid for goods sold, 
.5eed^ Stoc!;: bought for feeding, rent 
( except loi yoyr own .dwelling), etc. 
Income ;i;i.clydg.§ aJ?o.ut .ey.ery dollar 
you get.

Wristlets— Cast on 52 stitches on 3 needles; 16-16-20, knit 2, purl 2 for zyi 
inches. To make first opening for thumb, knk 2, purl 2, to the end of third needle, 
turn; knit and purl back to the end of first needle, always slipping first stitch; tara. 
Continue knitting back and forth for 2 inches. From this point continue aa at first 
for 3 inches. Now make on the same side as the first opening, a second thumb open- 
ing like first opening. From this continiie as at first for 2}^ inches. Bind off loosely 
and buttonhole thumb openings. 'S'on will notice that wristlets now have two thtimlr 
openings, instead of one as formerly. 

Socks— Same as before, except from tip of heel to tip of toe must measure with- 
out stretching io}i inches, at least. 

Po not press anythiog except the socles, and tbese only 19 to rib.
